Poison 
scare 
cat was 
shot 

A PET cat suffered kidney fail¬ 
ure and is now terminally ill 
as a result of an apparent poi¬ 
soning in Northampton, the 
RSPCA has revealed. 

Tabatha, a five-year-old, 
started losing weight in July 
and was taken to the vet by her 
owner, Abbie Ramsay, of Hamp¬ 
ton Street in Semilong. 

After undergoing several tests, 
it was revealed the cat had prob¬ 
ably ingested some kind of toxic 
substance. Vets also discovered 
an air pellet in her chest, but 
could not conclude how long it 
had been there. 

Although Tabatha is now said 
to be comfortable, vets have 
said she will never recover. 

Mrs Ramsay said two of her 
cats, Molly and Bear, both had to 
have surgery after being shot 
with air weapons, and now she 
is concerned that her pets are 
being deliberately targeted. 

She said: “My cats have always 
stayed close to home so they 
must be getting shot on my 
street or Uppingham Street. 

“It is extremely upsetting to 
think that someone is deliber¬ 
ately targeting cats in the area 
and I couldn’t believe it when 
they found that Tabatha had 
been shot as well.” 

RSPCA inspector Polly Under¬ 
wood warned that anyone found 
guilty of causing unnecessary 
suffering to an animal could 
face a maximum prison sen¬ 
tence of six months as well as a 
£20,000 fine. 


M P fights 
for IVF pair 



MP SALLY Keeble has con¬ 
demned what she calls a 
"postcode lottery" for IVF 
treatment, which places 
Northampton patients at 
a major disadvantage. 

The Northampton North 
Labour MP, who underwent IVF 
to conceive her second daughter, 
has called on the Government to 
intervene after taking on the 
case of a couple who were 
refused a second cycle of IVF. 

She found the region’s health 
authorities had decided not to 
extend the treatment for its 
patients after one cycle. 

This is despite the fact that 
three cycles are recommended by 
NICE (National Institute for 
Clinical Excellence), and an 
announcement by a former pub¬ 
lic health minister that people 
throughout the country should 
get three cycles on the NHS. 

Mrs Keeble said: “The whole 
point of the Government set¬ 
ting the treatment standards 
was to stop the postcode lottery 
that has been causing people 
such distress. But instead of

seem to have made it worse. 

“They have limited my con¬ 
stituents to just one fresh cycle 
of IVF, when this couple has a 
compelling case for having the 
recommended three cycles on 
the NHS. 

“I have asked the Secretary 
of State for Health to look into 
this. It’s completely unfair that 
people in Northampton should 
get one level of care, but peo¬ 
ple just a few miles down the 
Ml can get three cycles of treat¬ 
ment.” 

Couple Trisha Brown, aged 
30, and Mark Irons, aged 32, 
from Kings Heath, contacted 
Mrs Keeble after being refused 
a second round of IVF, despite 
Trisha’s body having coped pos¬ 
itively with the first cycle of 
treatment. 

In her letter to Andy Burn¬ 
ham, Secretary of State at the 
Department of Health, Mrs Kee¬ 
ble wrote: “To refuse treatment 
in the name of the public inter¬ 
est is a nonsense - there is no 
indication that the commis¬ 
sioning group ever consulted 
any of the public before unilat¬ 
erally taking a completely objec¬ 
tionable decision.”

New chief 
appointed 



The new chief constable 
appointed to Northampton¬ 
shire Police says taking on 
the role will be a privilege. 

Adrian Lee, formerly of Stafford¬ 
shire Police, was unveiled last night 
as the man to replace Peter Mad- 
dison at Wootton Hall, narrowly 
beating off the challenge of stand- 
in chief Davina Logan and former 
Northamptonshire officer John 
Feavyour to the role. 

The trio were shortlisted for the 
top job several weeks ago and a 
final decision was made yes¬ 
terday after several rounds of 
interviews. 

Mr Lee said: “It is a priv¬ 
ilege to be appointed as 
Chief Constable of 
Northamptonshire Police. 
I look forward to taking 
the force on the next stage 
of its journey to provide 
the very best policing ser¬ 
vices and building trust 
and confidence in the 
police amongst the com¬ 
munities of the county” 
His appointment fol¬ 
lowed a national recruit¬ 


ment campaign and a rigorous 
interview process which included 
a workshop with community rep¬ 
resentatives. 

Deirdre Newham, chairman of 
Northamptonshire Police Author¬ 
ity, said Mr Lee was an officer of 
“extremely high calibre” who 
demonstrated a “considerable 
knowledge and experience of polic¬ 
ing”. 

She added: “Our appointments’ 
panel was fortunate to have three 
such strong candidates from which 
to select, making the decision dif¬ 
ficult. However the panel was par¬ 
ticularly impressed with Mr Lee’s 
commitment to delivering the best 
possible policing service to the 
communities in Northamptonshire 
and his passion for policing.” 

Mr Lee is currently filling in as 
temporary chief constable in 
Staffordshire and says he will move 
his family down to Northampton¬ 
shire to be nearer his new office. 

Miss Logan, who missed out on 
the chance to become the force’s 
first female chief constable, will 
continue as temporary chief con¬ 
stable until Mr Lee joins the force 
later this year. 


Estate break-ins halved 


THE number of break-ins on a 
Northampton estate has halved 
in 12 months after a blitz on 
burglaries. 

Thorplands has long been 
regarded as one of the biggest 
crime hotspots in the town but 
new figures revealing the results 
of the introduction of a Safer 
Stronger Northampton Part¬ 
nership scheme show criminal 
activity has fallen dramatically 
in the past year. 

The £200,000 project was 
launched to reduce offences 
such as burglary, vehicle crime 
and robbery, while improving 
residents’ confidence in the 
police and involving them in 
solving issues on the estate. 


During the scheme burglar¬ 
ies fell by 55 per cent, theft from 
motor vehicles went down by 
70 per cent, theft of vehicles 
reduced by 59 per cent and rob¬ 
bery decreased by 50 per cent. 

Inspector John McKinney 
said: “The Thorplands project 
was perhaps the most effective 
short-term partnership initiative 
of 2008/09, delivering very sig¬ 
nificant crime reduction out¬ 
comes on time and budget. 

“This was one of the most 
effective partnerships I have 
ever been involved in.” 

Thorplands was previously 
the subject of a Caspar project 
to help cut crime and the lat¬ 
est blitz included trees and 


hedges across the estate being 
cut back and residents taking 
part in a number of clean-up 
events. 

SmartWater was offered to 
hundreds of homes on the estate 
while drug awareness training 
sessions were laid on and train¬ 
ing on drug and alcohol issues 
given for staff at Thorplands 
School. 

Police have previously used 
loudhailers to warn residents 
about the dangers of burglars 
targeting unlocked homes in 
the area. 

A similar project is to start in 
Lumbertubs on August 24, dur¬ 
ing which police are hoping to 
achieve similarly good results.

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Fans welcome progress 


FOOTBALL fans in Northampton 
have said the major step for¬ 
ward in plans to redevelop 
Northampton Town’s stadium 
are a fitting reward for their 
years of campaigning. 

Over the past few years, Cob¬ 
blers fans have staged televised 
protests and town centre marches 
calling for the development pro¬ 
posals to be pushed forward. 

And following news last night 
that the development plans had 
taken a massive step forward, the 
fans’ representative on the club’s 
board, Anthony Collett, said he 
knew supporters would be 
delighted after their initial shock 
passed. 

He said: “There have been a 


few false starts, but hopefully 
this time the momentum 
will keep going and it’s a real 
reward for everything the sup¬ 
porters have been doing over 
the years.” 

The football club first revealed 
plans for the redevelopment of 
the stadium in May 2005. They 
initially said the expansion of the 
West Stand would be funded by 
the creation of a mini-shopping 
centre on land next to the 
ground. 

But after councillors opposed 
the plans because of fears the 
new shops could damage the 
town centre, the club altered 
the scheme so it would focus on 
housing development rather 


than retail. 

And documents published by 
Northampton Borough Council 
last night suggest that if the 
development deal goes success¬ 
fully, both the club and the coun¬ 
cil could end up making money. 

The council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for finance, Councillor David 
Perkins (Lib Dem, Boughton 
Green) said: “We’ve always sup¬ 
ported the aspirations of the 
football club to improve their 
stadium. 

“This way forward could help 
them to achieve this, without 
in the process creating some¬ 
thing that would place further 
stress on our town centre during 
these difficult times.” 


COBBLERS supremo David 
Cardoza has said the football 
club is the closest it has 
ever been to agreeing a deal 
to expand the club's sta¬ 
dium, following a break¬ 
through in talks with coun¬ 
cil chiefs. 

Northampton Town Football 
Club has been pushing for years to 
secure an agreement with 
Northampton Borough Council 
on the redevelopment of the Six- 
fields area. 

And now, following lengthy talks 
with Guildhall bosses, councillors 
are due to back an agreement 
which would see the whole process 
moved forward, allowing the expan¬ 
sion of the club’s West Stand and 
the redevelopment of the wider 
Sixfields area. 

The Cobblers chairman said: 
“It’s taken so many years and so 
much hard work to get here, but 
this is the closest we’ve ever been. 
We’ve never been anywhere near 
this position.” 

Members of the borough coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet will discuss plans for 
the Sixfields area on Wednesday. 

They are expected to support a 
scheme which would mean the 
authority would start work on a 
deal with the football club which 


would lead towards the redevel¬ 
opment of the Sixfields area. 

Mr Cardoza said: “It’s great 
news, because everyone’s worked 
so hard on this and I believe the 
council can now see, and hope¬ 
fully believe in, what we’re try¬ 
ing to do. We’re just keeping our 
fingers crossed until next week 
now.” 

As part of the council’s pro¬ 
posals, the football club would 
have to agree that any develop¬ 
ment on land close to the stadium

would not harm the town centre 
and they would have to 
replace the athletics track next to 
the ground, which would be built 
over. 

Mr Cardoza said the council’s 
demands should not be hard to 
meet as the club was already work¬ 
ing to find a site for a new athletics 
track and previous plans to build 
a mini-shopping centre next to the 
football ground had now been 
replaced with plans to build mainly 
flats and houses. 

He added: “We now need to just 
sit down with the planners and 
agree something which helps every¬ 
body. 

“But we’re certainly hopeful 
that we can get cracking as soon as 
possible.”

Councillor Paul Varnsverry borough 
council cabinet member for communities 
(Lib Dem, West Hunsbury), said: “The bor¬ 
ough council is working very hard to 
improve the offer in the town centre 
and we have increased the number of 
Market Square activities. 

“It is fantastic to see so many people 
here enjoying themselves in the town cen¬ 
tre.” 

The Gold Street improvements, which 
were funded by West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation (WNDC) and 
Northamptonshire Enterprise and deliv¬ 
ered by the county council and borough 
council, have been criticised by some 
traders but others have been more pos¬ 
itive. 


Joanne Little, manager of Time 
Machine in Gold Street, said: “I think it’s 
marvellous. Hopefully it will make a 
difference to the level of footfall.” 
However, Alberto Sgoluppi, owner of 


Caffe Morandi, said: “The street party has 
attracted no more people than usual. 
The street should be thriving with curios¬ 
ity seekers. They did not see it advertised 
anywhere.”

A MAJOR project to overhaul the 
gas network in Towcester is set to 
create chaos throughout the town 
for at least three months. 

Work to replace an underground iron 
gas pipe along Watling Street with a new 
plastic pipe is due to start on Monday and 
has been scheduled to last 12 weeks, affect¬ 
ing the main route through the busy town. 

Traders around the historic Market 
Square are braced for a drop in trade as 
motorists will be forced to avoid the town 
centre, but Network Rail has insisted the pro¬ 
ject has been timed to cause as little dis¬ 
ruption as possible. 

Project manager John Vogt said: “We 
will do everything possible to keep dis¬ 
ruption to traffic, businesses and residents 
to an absolute minimum.” 

A spokeswoman for the firm said the 
timing of the work had been designed to 
avoid major summer events including the 
Formula One Grand Prix and yet ensure an 
uninterrupted gas supply for residents dur¬ 
ing winter months. 

She added: “Temporary traffic lights will 
be in place 24 hours a day and engineers will 
be working seven days a week to ensure 
the project is completed by the end of Octo¬ 
ber. 

“Residents and businesses will be notified 
in advance if they are affected, and people 
should always ask to see identification 
before allowing anyone in to their prop¬ 
erty. Access to properties will be main¬ 
tained throughout.” 

Once installed, the new plastic pipe has 
been designed to last for 80 years if left 
undisturbed. Engineers will upgrade 500 
metres of main from Richmond Road to 
Northampton Road, and since the new pipe 
is larger than the old iron pipe a trench 
has to be dug along the road to accommodate 
it. 

Nick Hartwell, a partner at Elliotts Butch¬ 
ers in Watling Street, said: “If they have to 
do it, we have to let them get on with it.”

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In memory of Beccy 


THE family of a young woman 
who died in a road accident 
last year have spoken of her 
legacy. 

Rebecca Taylor, aged 18, from Tan- 
glewood, Collingtree, Northampton, 
died in September 2008. 

She lost control of the car she was 
driving from Blisworth to Milton Mal- 
sor, on her way home after from drop¬ 
ping off her sister at school. 


Last week coroner Anne Pember 
recorded a narrative verdict in the 
death of Miss Taylor, who was a tal¬ 
ented artist. 

Miss Taylor’s family - mum Nicole, 
dad Chris and siblings Jess and Nick - 
said their “only consolation” was know¬ 
ing their daughter narrowly missed a 
car containing two small children. 

They said: “Knowing Beccy as we do, 
she would not have been able to live 
with being responsible for the death of 


two young children.” 

Since Miss Taylor’s death her fam¬ 
ily has fundraised in her memory and 
has also worked to improve road safety 
In a statement they said: “In our 
tribute to Beccy we suggested some 
“Beccy Rules” to improve road safety 
“For example, in Sweden, skid pans 
are a mandatory part of learning to 
drive. 

“We plan to explore this and other 
improvements with the road safety 


charity, Roadpeace.” 

The family said it also plans to work 
with Roadpeace to improve tyre safety 
because it was found one of the car’s 
tyres had tread depth under the legal 
requirement. 

At Christmas a gig was held in Miss 
Taylor’s memory. 

It was headlined by Get Cape. Wear 
Cape. Fly at which £11,000 was raised 
for Action Aid. 

As a result, a project in Sierra Leone 


was completed and further projects 
were started in Uganda and Malawi. 

Her family has also donated a seat at 
the Royal Shakespeare Company in 
memory of their daughter, who had 
hoped to study performance design 
after finishing an art foundation course.

Pervert jailed -30 
years after offences 


A SEX offender who preyed on 
and sexually assaulted a four- 
year-old girl in the 1970s has 
been sent to prison more than 
30 years later. 

David Perry, aged 76, was 
jailed for three years and 
banned from associating with 
children for sexual offences 
committed in Northampton 
three decades ago. 

He was only convicted when 
his victim finally came for¬ 
ward and went to police. 

Elizabeth Gooderham, pros¬ 
ecuting, said the sexual assaults 
started when the girl, whose 
identity is protected, was aged 
four and went on for another 
seven years, until she was 11. 

Miss Gooderham told 
Northampton Crown Court the 
first time it happened was in 
1970 when he sexually assaulted 
the girl in a public toilet. 


Perry, of Aynho Crescent, 
Kingsthorpe, denied sexual 
assault but was convicted last 
month by a jury of seven inde¬ 
cent assaults and two offences 
of indecency with a child. 

Richard Holloway, defend¬ 
ing, said: “It seems to be a sit¬ 
uation where one could say it 
could have been far worse.” 

Judge Charles Wide, QC, said 
he was passing a shorter sen¬ 
tence than he thought appro¬ 
priate due to Perry’s age, good 
character and the effect of his 
sentence on his housebound 
wife. He said: “You continu¬ 
ally abused a girl over a number 
of years, in a gross breach of 
trust.” In addition to jail Perry 
was made the subject of an 
indefinite sexual offences pre¬ 
vention order, banning him 
from any unsupervised con¬ 
tact with anyone under 16.

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Swine 
flu is 
falling 


THE number of people in 
Northamptonshire visit¬ 
ing their doctor during 
the past week because 
they have shown possible 
symptoms of swine flu 
has fallen. 

Latest figures released by 
NHS Northamptonshire show 
GP consultations on flu-like ill¬ 
nesses in the county equated 
to 229 people out of 100,000 from 
July 20 to July 26. 

This is down from 240 out of 
100,000 the week before but is 
slightly above the national aver¬ 
age of 225 out of 100,000. 

A total of 124 people were 
admitted to hospitals in the 
East Midlands in the past week 
and as of Thursday 5,500 antivi¬ 
rals have been issued in the 
county 

A spokesman for Northamp¬ 
tonshire NHS said: “We are all 
ambassadors for the health and 
well-being of our region, and it 
is important to highlight that in 
the majority of cases the swine 


flu virus has been mild and 
therefore has often required 
nothing more than over-the- 
counter remedies, plenty of flu¬ 
ids, rest and reassurance.” 

The local health authority 
said “flu friends” were able to 
pick up the antivirals at 22 col¬ 
lection points around the county 
as long as they brought the cor¬ 
rect authorisation and identi¬ 
fication with them. 

The flu friend must have iden¬ 
tification for both the patient 
and themselves, such as a util¬ 
ity bill, passport, credit or debit 
card, driving licence or NHS 
card. 

People feeling unwell should 
visit www.direct.gov.uk/ 
pandemicflu for information 
and a symptom checker or ring 
the National Swine Flu Infor¬ 
mation Line on 0800 1 513 513 for 
further information. Pregnant 
women, children under 12 
months and people with under¬ 
lying health conditions are 
asked to contact their GP over 
the phone.

Areas’ 

funds 

battle 


THREE of Northampton's 
most rundown areas face 
a battle against each 
other to secure Govern¬ 
ment cash for vital home 
improvements. 

Earlier this year, Northamp- 
ton Borough Council 
announced plans to bid for £208 
million of Government money 
to improve council houses in 
Bellinge, Blackthorn, Eastfield 
and Thorplands. 

But the Government has said 
the authority is only in line to 
secure £100 million of the 
money it needs. 

It has also said one of the 
areas the council must improve 
is Eastfield, meaning only one 
of the remaining three areas 
will secure any cash. 

The borough council’s cabi¬ 
net member for housing, Coun¬ 
cillor Sally Beardsworth (Lib 
Dem, Kingsthorpe) said she 
realised having to choose just 
one of the three remaining 
areas to regenerate would be 
difficult: “For Northampton’s 
bid to get to this stage is fan¬ 
tastic news. However, if we 
agree to proceed to the next 
stage there will be some very

difficult decisions that need to 
be made. The money on the 
table will probably only pay 
for the regeneration of two of 
the estates, so there will be 
some disappointment. 

“Yet to say no to money that 
would see the transformation of 
two estates seems like cutting 
your nose off to spite your face. 

“Our priority is to provide 
places where people want to 
live and we need to welcome 
every opportunity that will 
help us achieve this.” 

The Government money will 
allow some council houses in 
the two chosen estates to be 
updated while the most run¬ 
down would be demolished.

FRONTLINE Army pho¬ 
tographer Dan Harmer 
is more used to shooting 
pictures than Taliban ban¬ 
dits in the lawless bad- 
lands of Helmand 
Province. 

But the 32-year-old sergeant 
from Northampton recently 
had to aim his standard issue 
SA80 rifle at the insurgents 
as he and his men were 
attacked during a 12-hour 
patrol. 

Despite the Royal Logistics 
Corps soldier seeing his pri¬ 
mary role as a chronicler of 
war, he fought back with relish 
during a battle in July’s bloody 
Panther’s Claw operation. 

His patrol group had 
advanced along one dusty sun¬ 
baked road by just three-quar¬ 
ters of a mile in 12 hours 
because they kept finding 
improvised explosive devices 
(IEDs). 

They were then attacked 
and Sgt Harmer's commander 
ordered his men to engage. 

He said: “We were contacted 
(fired at) by two fighters from 
about 200 metres away 

“We were wide open with 
no cover so the platoon com¬ 
mander ordered us to run diag-

MNDA in call 
for better care 


THE Northampton-based 
Motor Neurone Disease Asso¬ 
ciation has called on the Gov¬ 
ernment to invest in palliative 
care after a landmark Law 
Lords ruling on Debbie Purdy. 

Ms Purdy, who is terminally ill 
with multiple sclerosis, won her 
legal battle to find out what would 
happen to her husband if he helped 
her to travel abroad to end her life. 

The Law Lords ruled there should 
be a policy statement from the Direc¬ 


tor of Public Prosecutions on the cir¬ 
cumstances in which a person, such 
as her husband, might face prose¬ 
cution for helping a loved one end 
their life abroad, such as at the Dig- 
nitas clinic in Switzerland. 

Donna Cresswell, director of com¬ 
munications at the Motor Neurone 
Disease Association, said greater 
clarity in the law would be wel¬ 
comed by the minority of people 
who may consider assisted suicide. 

She said: “This is a highly sensi¬ 
tive and personal matter for indi¬ 


viduals and our concern is that the 
public debate around assisted suicide 
for the few who want it may detract 
from efforts to improve palliative and 
end-of-life services for ail who are liv¬ 
ing with a terminal illness. 

“We are aware that access to good 
palliative care is a postcode lottery 
for many with terminal conditions, 
such as MND. Therefore we urge 
Health Minister Andy Burnham to 
commit to greater investment and 
coordination in palliative and end- 
of-life care services.”

wont haggle? men you 
could miss a good deal 



IN some countries, haggling is a way 
of life but we British, well we’d rather 
not make a fuss if it’s all the same. 

There are exceptions, of course, 
people who generally see the advertised 
price as a challenge to be overcome 
rather than a foregone conclusion. 
Certainly, there’s little doubt that 
those of us who can’t bear to enter 
into negotiations are losing out. In 
the automotive world, the range-top- 
ping TSUI version of Hyundai’s attrac¬ 
tive Coupe is a prime example of a 
car that takes on a new air of desir¬ 
ability once the subtle art of persua¬ 
sion has been applied and its list price 
adjusted in a more favourable down¬ 
ward direction. 

It does pay to know when to hag¬ 
gle and when to save your breath. If a 
dealer has a brand new model that’s 
selling like ice cream in a heatwave at 
the list price, he’s more likely to release 
the hounds or coax you onto a hid¬ 
den trapdoor than offer you a dis¬ 
count. If, however, you’re showing an 
interest in a slightly elderly car that’s 
been somewhat starved of the oxy¬ 
gen of publicity and competing in a 
market packed with newer, more tal¬ 
ented alternatives, there might be 
room for negotiation. The Hyundai’s 
Coupe has been around for a while 
and in top spec TSUI guise, it’s priced 
precariously close to some very desir¬ 
able fast hatchbacks and affordable 
coupes. The difference is that unlike 
the Hyundai, these rivals won’t be 
available at much of a discount. 


Just one petrol engine is on offer. The 
2.0-litre unit isn’t the most advanced or 
refined but offers reasonable power in 
the 1,300kg Coupe. The engine’s quite 
sweet and reasonably torquey, all fac¬ 
tors that encourage you to make the 
most of the car’s agile handling. The 
sprint to 60mph is accomplished in 
9.3 seconds and the car has a top speed 
of 129mph using the manual gearbox. 

So what’s it like to drive? The Coupe 
will come as something of a surprise. 
No, you don’t get that infectious low- 
end shove that came with the late, 
lamented 2.7-litre V6, but you will 
almost immediately feel that there’s a 
good deal less weight in the nose. The 


lightweight engine gives the Coupe a 
nimbleness and delicacy that the more 
powerful variant lacked. The brakes 
are also strong, firm and fade free 
after repeated applications. The four- 
cylinder engine is a touch thrashy at 
the top of its rev range and this deters 
you from wringing the last ounce of 
performance out of it, somewhat negat¬ 
ing the overall competence of the 
car’s other dynamic qualities. Never 
mind. Just enjoy the supple ride, and 
the nicely judged control weights. 

Upon acquaintance with this lat¬ 
est Coupe, you’re at first drawn to its 
swoopy Latin styling. There’s a restyled 
front end to consider with longer, 


meaner headlamps, a thin “letterbox” 
grille and a wide air intake below 
that hides revised fog lights in its cor¬ 
ners. The trademark side gills now 
also have integrated side repeater 
lights. Inside, build quality is sur¬ 
prisingly good and there’s a retro feel 
to the decor but it’s not the most mod¬ 
ern feeling cabin you’ll sit in. The 
instruments illuminate in blue and 
some of the metallic finishes look 
quite upmarket. 

The rather shameless pilfering of 
other manufacturers’ design cues that 
led to the Coupe’s striking exterior 
continues inside. True, it’s a prag¬ 
matic philosophy to identify what 


works for others and replicate it your¬ 
self, but you can’t help but think 
“Ford” when you see the fascia. If 
anything, Hyundai has gone one fur¬ 
ther than the blue oval, with some 
very neat touches. The central-mounted 
torque gauge is somewhat gimmicky 
but it’s interesting for a few minutes to 
see the torque swell as you ascend 
the rev range. 

At close to £20,000, the Hyundai 
Coupe TSUI was a difficult car to jus¬ 
tify at its original price but Hyundai 
was obviously well aware of this fact 
and is now offering massive discounts 
on the car. At around £14,000, the 
sportiest Hyundai takes on a new air 
of desirability You can save another 
£1,500 if you go for the basic Coupe 
model. If you’re going to have a pretty 
coupe, do the job properly Which is 
exactly the approach of this TSUI 
variant. It throws in anthracite-fin¬ 
ish alloys, quad exhaust tailpipes, a 
large boot spoiler, quilted leather 
sports seats and Eibach sport springs. 
That’s on top of standard kit that 
runs to air conditioning, a six-speaker 
CD stereo with built-in iPod connector 
and central locking. 

The Coupe has a definite old-school 
charm. It’s a simple vehicle that gets 
the basics of its driving dynamics 
just about right and can entertain 
vigorously on the right road. It isn’t a 
particularly polished proposition in the 
context of today’s market but fully- 
loaded in TSUI trim, it’s an intriguing 
and worthwhile choice.

“I’m contracted to here, if anyone was to 
come in then it’s down to the chairman and 
the manager to see whether it’s accept¬ 
able enough for me so I can’t control those 
situations but we’ll see.” 

Jackman has been a huge success at Six- 
fields since signing on a free transfer from 
Priestfield two years ago, and was rewarded 
with an improved deal midway through 
his original contract. 

The 26-year-old has been a staple in the 


side since his arrival from Kent, and has set 
up home in Earls Barton. 

Last season his wife gave birth to the cou¬ 
ple’s first child, and Jackman appeared con¬ 
tent at Northampton. But relegation has 
undoubtedly played a part. Jackman will 
realise that time is running out for him to 
prove himself at a higher standard, and as 
one of the club’s stand-out performers in 
the past two years is presumably confident 
he can play at at least league one level.
